An Atlantic Port, Sept. 1. — A par- 
ty of prominent Britishers arrived 
here to-day on a passenger steamship 
to join Lord Northcliffe, British 
commissioner in the L'nited States, 
and assist him in purchasing war 
supplies. They will also go to Wash- 
ington for a conference with Gov- 
ernment officials. 

In discussing the war a member of 
the party who asked that the identl'y !
